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Construction to replace worn steam pipes

Despite what you may 
have guessed, the construc¬ 
tion behind the Business 
and Education Building is 
not an exhumation for a 
wedding ring lost down a 
manhole during the summer 
semester. Rather, it is a 
steam pipe project intended 
to replace worn-out pipes 
and fittings so the building 
will have maximum heating 
for the winter. 

On May 18. construction 
started on the project. 
Funding came from the 
state via the “Major Repair 
and Re-Roofing for 
Campus Buildings Fund.” 
Because of the state fund¬ 
ing, LSUS does not have to 
use university money to pay 


the $244,352 construction 
costs. Completion of the 
project was originally slat¬ 
ed for July 31. but delays 
have pushed the date into 
September. 

Donald Bloxom, assis¬ 
tant director of LSUS’ 
physical plant, cited prob¬ 
lems with the pipe manu¬ 
facturer and faulty schemat¬ 
ics of the universities pipes 
and telephone lines as the 
reasons for the delay. 
Bloxom said that the uni¬ 
versity is monetarily penal¬ 
izing the contractor for 
every day after August 3 i 
that the project continues. 
Bloxom said he expects that 
the project will take at least 
two or three more weeks to 
finish. 

According to Bloxom, 
the use of pre-insulated pip¬

ing should substantially 
reduce maintenance costs 
of the pipes. Pipes that 
have “broken due to 
fatiguehave been patch 
repaired at a cost - of 
$3000-$5000 for each 
repair job. That is for an 
average of 15 repairs a 
year on the Business and 
Education Building’s 
pipes alone. Those repair 
jobs do come out of the 
university’s budget. 

Bloxom said that there 
may be another construc¬ 
tion project next summer 
depending on funding. He 
said that these projects 
are Impor tant because 
they provide a good envi¬ 
ronment for students 
through air-conditioning . 
heating and lighting.

Last semester LSUS 
introduced personal e-mail 
accounts for students. 
Aided by funds from the 
technology fee, computers 
and software were bought 
by the university allowing 
free e-mail accounts. 

By the beginning of the 
third week of school, 
around 646 students had 
applied for e-mail accounts. 

Shelby Keith, director of 
computing services, 
believes that number will 
increase as “professors are 
requiring e-mail accounts 
for students so that they can 
communicate with them.” 

There has been some 
confusion on how many e- 
mail accounts a student can 
have. “A student may be in 
four classes and all four 
professors want them to 
have an e-mail account - 
well, they will only get 


one,” Keith said. 

All professors can reach 
a student through their one 
e-mail account assigned to 
them through computing 
services according to Keith. 
Once an e-mail account has 
been set up in a student's 
name, it continues through¬ 
out that student’s college 
career. 

However, an account will 
be deleted i f a student is not 
enrolled for two or more 
consecutive semesters 

(excluding summer 

months). 

Keith said that even if a 
student is not taking sum¬ 
mer courses, their account 
will be active and the stu¬ 
dent may access it anytime 
through computers on cam¬ 
pus or through the LSUS 
website. 

Student organizations on 
campus can also apply for 
an e-mail account. Keith 
said that officers of an orga¬ 
nization who request an e- 


of free e-mail 

mail account will receive a 
password and it is up to the 
officers to decide how 
many members will have 
access to that account. 

Those students or orga¬ 
nizations who arc interested 
in applying for an account 
can pick up an* application 
in any of the computer labs 
around campus, Noel 
Library, or computing ser¬ 
vices in the Administration 
Building. 

They can drop it off in 
computing services in 
Room 159 of the 
Administration Building. 
Students can also mail in 
the forms to the university 
with attention to Computing 
Services, One University 
Place, Shreveport, LA, 
71115. 

Students should expect to 
receive confirmation of the 
e-mail account ID and pass¬ 
word within a week of 
being turned ini

This summer. Dr. Carlos G. 
Spaht II, professor of mathe¬ 
matics, received the 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
Award for greatest public ser¬ 
vice benefiting local commu¬ 
nities. 

The American Institute for 
Public Service presents the 
award annually to honor peo¬ 
ple who reach out and make a 
difference. 

. Established in 1972, the 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
Award is presented on two 
levels: local and national. The 
local level recipients are 
everyday people working 
directly with their community. 
The national level winners 
consist of such people as Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger, Oprah 
Winfrey, and Bob Hope. 
They arc awarded to individu¬ 
als whose public service 
impacts the entire nation.

Supreme Court Building, in 
Washington D.C., and hosted 
by Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor.

was most delighted to meet, 
Spaht replied with the name 
Julian Bond. Julian Bond is 
the president of the NAACP, 
and was the first African 
American elected to the House 
of Representative from Georgia 
in the 60s. 

It was Bond who present¬ 
ed Spaht with the Onassis 
Award. “To win this is unbe¬ 
lievable,” Spaht said, “but to 


have it presented by somebody 
like Julian Bond - What more 
could a person ask for.” 

Spaht’s direct involvement 
with the Louisiana Preparatory 
Program (LaPREP), and the 
Math Helpers and Corporation 
helped win him the honor. Dr. 
Spaht designed and developed 
the LaPREP program in 1992. 
His involvement with the pro¬ 
gram includes everything from 


acquiring funding, to directing 
the program.

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A tour of Noel Memorial Library

If you are an incoming freshman or a 
first-time student on the LSUS campus 
this year, chances are you will need to 
visit the Noel Memorial Library. It is 
located at the Northwest comer of cam¬ 
pus, close to Youree Drive. Noel 
Memorial is a state of the art library for 
students, alumni, and the public. 

Whether you enter the library' from 
Youree Drive side or the sidewalk lead¬ 
ing from Bronson Hall, you will enter to 
the first floor. The first floor houses the 
reference and circulation areas. Carla 
Clark is the coordinator of access ser¬ 
vices at the circulation counter. You 
check out and return books and materials 
left on reserve there. A special library 
card is not necessary, just present an 
LSUS student ID. 

If you need to, you can also get 
change for the copiers at the counter. 
There are two copiers on the first floor 
and two on the second floor. 

A feature that the library offers to its 
patrons is interlibrary loan requests. This 
Means that students can request that 
books, videos, cassettes and journals be 
sent to our library on loan from other 
libraries. This includes not only libraries 
in the United States, but in Canada and 
Great Britain as well. The request form 
and information regarding interlibrary 
loans can be obtained at the circulation 
counter. 

The library is also in the process of 
establishing a software program called 
ARIEL which will he capable of trans¬ 
mitting scanned information via the 
Internet. 

The remainder of the first floor is the 
reference index section. A reference 
staff at the library is often on hand to 


assist students with research. Though 
the library has an electronic on-line 
card catalog (LOUIS), the reference 
index section contains print materi¬ 
als. One important reason is because 
the electronic card catalog only con¬ 
tains information back to 1980. 

Since the reference books cannot 
be checked out, cubicles are provided 
for private studying and there is also 
a room with a chalkboard so that peo¬ 
ple can have a study group. 

The first floor also houses many of 
the library’s computer banks. Thanks 
to the technology fee, the library’s 
computers have been upgraded and 
now operate at a higher speed and 
allow faster access to information. 
Students can do anything from look¬ 
ing up Chopin’s birthday to sending a 
friend an e-mail. 

Students who own computers can 
look up the library’s website 
(www.lsus.edu/ library/ resources/ 
index.htm) at home and access an on¬ 
line catalog to do research. Students 
must first obtain a password from the 
reference desk first though. 

The second floor contains the 
library’s main collection of books that 
can be checked out. The books are cate¬ 
gorized by subject, and many of the 
books that a student may need to com¬ 
plete his/her research can be found here. 

Journals and other periodicals are also 
located in this area. Students can make 
copies of the journals but you cannot 
check them out. 

In the middle of this second floor is 

the microforms room This room con¬ 
tains video, audio, non-print and CD 
materials for the library'. Two Audio and 
visual rooms are also here for your con¬ 
venience in viewing videotapes and lis¬ 
tening to audio cassette tapes and CDs. 


Newspapers contained on microfilm are 
available and can be printed at a cost of 
10 cents a page. 

There is also a computer lab so that 
students can type their work. There is 
also a visual needs room that does not 
require the use of hands. In the future the 
visual needs room will include Internet 
and scanning capabilities. These labs do 
have a time limit though, if others are 
waiting. 

The Third floor houses the James 
Smith Noel Collection and Archives and 
Special Collections. The Noel 
Collection consists of 200,000 books on 
permanent loan from the Noel family. 
The collection covers 128 subject, but a 


majority regard the Humanities and the 
Social Sciences. Dr. Robert Leitz, III is 
the Curator of the Noel Collection and 
will be very helpful in your research. 

Laura Street is more than willing to 
assist you in finding information in the 
Archives and Special Collections, which 
consists of primary source materials 
relating to the history and development 
of Northwest Louisiana and the region 
of the Red River. You may find out that 
vour family history is a part of the col¬ 
lection. All of these collections are open 
to the public and students, and are used 
by researchers throughout Louisiana and 
the nation.
